It  is 
fully  as  large  in  diameter,  but  several  times  as  deep;  of  massive  build,  always  full  to  the  center  and  will  last 
longer  on  the  plant  than  any  other  variety.  Color  clear  pink,  tinting  lighter  at  tips  of  petals  and  at  center.  Plant 
dwarf,  3 to  4 ft.  high.  A strong  vigorous  grower,  of  branching  habit,  and  an  early  and  profuse  bloomer.  For  exhibition 
it  is  a winner — immense  size,  fine  form,  pure  color  and  keeping  qualities.  An  ideal  garden  plant.  The  past  two  years 
have  shown  Colossal  Pink  to  be  undoubtedly  the  best  pink  decorative  for  the  garden,  It  is  very  early  and  the  plants 
are  just  covered  with  flowers  and  continue  in  bloom  until  killed  by  frost.  As  a commercial  cut  flower  it  is  ideal,  as  the 
dwarf  plants  branch  freely  and  produce  the  flowers  on  long,  slender,  stiff  stems;  while  the  color  is  that  ideal  pink  with 
the  lighter  tints  that  is  so  popular.  In  addition,  the  flowers  are  wonderful  keepers,  and  always  full  to  the  center. 
This  should  do  wonderfully  well  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  where  so  many  show  centers.  As  an  exhibition  flower,  it  is 
really  at  its  besc,  as  the  flowers  are  very  full  with  high  centers  and  so  deep  they  are  really  massive,  but  the  delicate 
and  chaste  coloring  relieves  it  of  any  suspicion  of  grossness.  All  in  all,  it  is  just  about  the  ideal  pink  decorative.  We 
grow  it  extensively  for  all  purposes.

We  wish  every  dahlia  lover  could  have  seen  our  fields  the  past  season.  “The  finest  ever”  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the 
tens  of  thousands  of  visitors.  And  truly  never  before  were  they  quite  so  fine;  one  hundred  (100)  acres  of  the  World’s  Best  Dahlias. 
The  hot  dry  weather  seemed  to  bring  out  the  very  finest  shades,  tints,  and  colors,  and  such  profusion.  We  devote  acres  just  to  trial 
grounds,  not  only  to  thoroughly  test  out  all  varieties,  but  for  the  benefit  and  pleasure  of  all  “dahlia  enthusiasts.” 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  the  plain  truth  describing  them  as  they  grow  with  us,  and  the  average  color;  for  flowers 
vary  in  color  at  different  seasons,  on  different  soils,  in  different  climates  and  under  different  conditions,  so  we  take  our  colors  at  mid- 
season. 

ROOTS  vs.  PLANTS  We  do  not  wish  to  enter  any  controversy,  but  want  to  say,  so  far  as  flowers  are  concerned, 

there  is  no  difference  in  results  between  roots  and  plants.  Given  the  proper  care,  they  will 
give  equally  good  results.  Even  the  growers  who  recommend  plants  as  better  than  roots  insist  on  roots  when  buying,  because  they 
are  worth  more.  Otherwise,  plants  would  not  be  offered  at  half  price. 

Roots  are  more  easily  handled,  ship  long  distances  better,  and  give  more  roots  for  the  following  year.  Plants,  however,  enable 
growers  to  offer  varieties  much  more  quickly,  where  stock  is  limited,  and  at  lower  prices  than  would  be  possible  for  roots.  This  also 
allows  the  dahlia  enthusiasts  to  get  just  the  varieties  they  want,  even  after  root  stocks  are  exhausted;  or,  to  get  twice  as  many  plants 
for  a given  amount  of  money. 

Here,  every  variety  described  in  this  cata- 
logue is  listed  alphabetically,  also  giving  type  or  class,  page  where  described  and  price  of  roots  and  plants.

For  42  years  we  have  grown  Dahlias,  and  since  1895  have  been  recognized,  by  those  who  know,  as  not  only  thei  largest 
growers  in  the  world,  but  growers  of  THE  “WORLD’S  BEST  DAHLIAS.”

produced  on  our  own  farms,  or  on  a brother  grower’s.  For  the  World’s  Best,  we  must  secure  the  best  from  the  world’s  growers,  and 
use  them  to  test  out  our  own  production  before  introducing  them.  This  we  owe  to  ourselves  and  to  our  Dahlia  loving  patrons. 

The  past  season,  our  regular  Trial  Grounds  occupied  two  and  one  half  acres,  and  embraced  591  varieties.  Our  special  trial 
grounds  embraced  more  than  four  acres,  and  more  than  1000  varieties.  The  very  best  of  these  have  been  added  to  our  list  and  are 
described  in  the  following  pages. 

Each  year,  we  discard  the  least  desirable  and  add  the  better  ones  of  other  growers  as  well  as  our  own.  This  year,  we  dropped 
53  varieties  and  added  99  others.  In  this  way  we  keep  down  the  list  of  varieties  and  ever  improve  the  quality.

_We  particularly  call  attention  to  out  1926  Big  4 — Rodman  Wanamaker,  Gladys  Peacock,  Leo  Niessen  and 
Kathryn  Donges.  These  are  selected  not  only  because  they  are  large  and  especially  desirable  for  exhibition 
purposes,  but  they  are  large  in  every  way.  The  plants  are  big.  See  the  photograph  below  of  Rodman  Wanamaker.  The  plant  was 
six  feet  high,  four  feet  wide,  and  some  of  the  flowers  were  more  than  12  inches  across  on  four  feet  stems.  Measure  for  yourself.  The 
scale  is  % of  an  inch  to  the  foot.  Gladys  Peacock  and  Kathryn  Donges  both  grow  six  feet  high  and  four  feet  across,  and  bloom 
equally  profusely  on  long  stems.  Leo  Niessen  is  even  more  sturdy,  but  grows  only  five  feet  high.  Such  a five  feet  can  be  imagined 
by  looking  at  the  photograph  on  opposite  page.

Never  has  the  interest  in  new  dahlias  been  so  keen  as  at 
the  present,  and  never  have  dahlia  lovers  been  so  dis- 
criminating. Eleven  thousand  people  visited  our  grounds 
in  two  days  (Saturday  and  Sunday)  to  see  in  full  bloom 
our  new  dahlia. 

RODMAN  WANAMAKER 

Shown  in  natural  colors  on  front  cover  page.  Considering 
all  points,  we  believe  this  is  the  greatest  autumn  colored 
dahlia  in  existence.  The  color  is  entirely  distinct  from 
any  other  variety. 

The  buds  are  pale  lemon  yellow,  as  is  each  petal  as  it 
first  expands,  but  it  quickly  develops  into  a golden,  salmon 
pink  and  finally  into  a beautiful  bright  shade  of  ochraceous 
salmon,  with  a reflex  of  spinel  pink.  The  flowers  are  of 
splendid  texture,  with  a luminous  sheen.  The  plant  is  a 
most  luxuriant  grower,  with  an  abundance  of  beautiful 
glossy  light  green  foliage.  (See  illustration  of  plant  oppo- 
site. This  plant  stood  6 feet  high  and  had  13  open  flowers 
when  photographed.) 

The  illustration  is  five-sixths  of  an  inch  to  the  foot 
and  a rule  will  show  the  size  of  the  flowers  when  grown 
naturally  and  blooming  profusely  in  the  open  field.  The 
stems,  as  shown  on  this  plant,  are  very  long  and  hold  the 
giant  flowers  erect  facing. 

RODMAN  WANAMAKER  has  been  grown  in  trial 

with  all  our  dahlias 
and  is  the  finest  grower  and  largest  flower  on  longest  stem. 
As  a commercial  cut  flower  it  is  in  a class  by  itself  on 
account  of  its  free  blooming,  beautiful  color  and  form, 
and  long  slender  stems. 

HOW  TO  GROW  RODMAN  WANAMAKER 

Of  course  for  largest  flower  leave  only  the  terminal  bud 
to  the  single  stem  plant;  disbudding  all  the  way  to  the 
ground.  For  4 to  6 flowers,  pinch  out  the  plant  with  two 
or  three  pairs  of  leaves,  according  to  number  of  shoots 
wanted.  For  the  garden  or  for  commercial  cut  flowers, 
allow  the  plant  to  grow  naturally;  tie  securely  to  a stout 
stake.  When  buds  appear,  remove  the  terminal  and  next 
two.  Then  disbud  all  lateral  branches  as  buds  develop, 
leaving  only  the  terminal  bud  on  each  branch.  This  will 
give  you  plants  like  the  illustration  opposite.  You  can 
control  the  number  by  leaving  the  number  you  want  and 
removing  the  other  shoots  as  they  appear.  Rodman 
Wanamaker  was  grown  naturally  13  inches  across  in  New 
Jersey;  12J^  inches  in  California;  and  8 to  12  inches 
everywhere.  From  all  sections  we  have  received  words  of 
praise  for  this  great  dahlia.

The  plant  is  a strong,  vigorous,  sturdy  upright  grower  of  branching 
habit;  an  early  and  continuous  bloomer,  producing  the  large,  perfectly  full  flowers  until  killed  by  frost.

dahlias,  but  one  ot  the  most  beautifully  formed.  It  is  an  early  and 
profuse  bloomer,  but  must  be  disbudded  to  produce  the  wonderful 
10  to  11  inch  exhibition  flowers.  Unusual  formation  and  coloring 
make  this  variety  one  of  the  most  gorgeous  of  recent  introductions. 
The  center  petals,  of  a rich  rose-red,  silver  veined,  are  long, 
narrow  and  curled.  The  widening  petals  brighten  into  a clear 
rose;  while  the  outside  ones,  beautifully  curled,  deepen  into  pome- 
granite  purple.

Color,  glistening  golden  bronze,  shading  to  soft 
bronzy  red.  The  plant  is  strong,  vigorous  and  free  blooming.

Like  our  other  new  productions, 
the  flowers  are  of  great  substance  and  are  borne  erect  on  cane 
stiff  stems.  It  is  an  early  and  extremely  profuse  bloomer.  The 
first  flowers  are  fully  double.

This  en- 
tirely, distinct  new 
variety  was  raised  by  Mr.  Dayton  Lamont  of  Palmyra,  N.  J.  A 
very  strong  sturdy  grower,  producing  the  8 inch  and  very  full 
flowers  facing  on  straight  stiff  stems.  Color,  a soft  salmon  lilac 
overlaid  and  shaded  deep  lilac  pink.  Roots  $3.00  each;  plants

MRS.  ROBERT  H.  GROFF  Cactus.  This,  in  the 

opinion  of  our  visi- 
tors, is  the  best  pure  white  cactus.  It  is  of  medium  size,  5 to  6 
inches,  and  an  extremely  profuse  bloomer.  The  petals  are  long, 
narrow  and  beautifully  curled.  The  buds  are  long  and  pointed; 
the  flowers  perfect  and  full  to  the  center.  An  ideal  variety  for 
garden  and  cutting.  Roots  $2.50;  plants  $1.25. 

PEACOCK  Giant  Ball.  This  is  not  the  old  ball  variety  sent 
out  by  Turner  in  1877,  and  which  we  discarded 
twenty-five  years  ago  because  it  was  not  up  to  our  standard,  as 
represented  by  the  Frank  Smith  type.  We  named  it  because  no 
“Peacock”  could  be  more  gorgeous,  and  the  old  variety  was  not 
in  commerce.  The  plant  is  dwarf  and  branching.  The  flowers  are 
large  for  this  type,  and  are  produced  freely  on  long  erect  rigid 
stems — in  marked  contrast  to  “Our  Country,”  beside  which  it 
was  tested  out.  The  flowers  are  always  perfectly  formed,  while 
the  color  is  that  rich  crimson-purple,  with  each  petal  tipped  white. 
"It  is  a great  Dahlia”  is  the  consensus  of  all  our  visitors.  Roots 
$5.00  each;  plants  $2.50. 

PINK  SUPREME  Cactus.  This  new  pink  is  undoubt- 
edly the  best  commercial  pink 
cactus  of  the  A.  D.  Livonia  color;  that  particular  pink  shade  that 
is  so  seldom  seen  and  so  greatly  appreciated.  The  flowers  are 
perfect  in  form,  and  produced  on  very  long,  straight,  stiff, 
slender  9tems.

“Post  Telegram”  is  a brilliant,  garnet  red,  richly  shaded,  and  is 
borne  in  profusion  on  slender  but  stiff,  upright  stems,  facing. 
It  is  a vigorous  grower  and  early  and  continuous  bloomer.  The 
blooms  are  same  size  as  “The  Grizzly”  but  much  handsomer  for- 
mation, brighter  color,  much  better  bloomer.  Height  5 feet. 
Plants  only  $5.00  each. 

ROBERT  CAIN  Decorative.  This  is  about  the  bright- 
est and  loveliest  red  we  have  ever  seen. 
A rich,  dazzling  live  red  that  is  sometimes  called  “geranium  red.” 
The  form  also  is  perfect,  with  full  center — that  long,  pointed  bud 
effect;  while  the  outer  petals  reflex  clear  to  the  stem.  The  plant 
is  a strong,  vigorous  grower;  an  early  and  profuse  bloomer,  on 
long  straight  stems.  Roots  $1.50  each;  plants  $0.75.
